Serum Restores Senses to Katie Faringa.

GRAND RAPIpS, Mich., April 23.—If all the sheep In the world were to 


die suddenly, physicians say, 56-year-old Katie Faringa of this city would 
become a hopeless Imbecile. 
When Katie was 13 years old neighbors com- 


plained to the authorities that she was being kept tied up in a sort of cellar. 
The child and her parents were brought Into the Juvenile Court. The parents 
said Katie was not "right."

This the.doctors discovered to be correct. 
Katie had the mentality of 
a two-year-old, they said, and was as small as a child of four. The physicians 
discovered that the thyroid gland In Katie's neck was not< normally developed. 
This they said was the cause of her mental and physical deformity.

The injection of a serum from the thyroid gland of a sheep was tried. 


Immediately Katie began to grow brighter and several inches were added to 
her stature. 
But she Is dependent upon the serum. 
This Is the reason that now, when Katie goes out Into the sunshine with 


the gladness of a normally mental child, she sends up a little prayer of grat- 
itude for the sheep in the meadows.

PARIS. April 23.—Before an im- 


mense gathering of art students in 
the big assembly room of the SOT- 
Jbonne Art school here, former Presi- 
flent Theodore Roosevelt made his 
•first pubth1 address since emerging 
'from the African jungles. Ho spoke 
to the students on the subject of in- 
dividual citizenship in the Republics 
of the- United States and France and 
his remarks were received with rapt 
Attention. 
The colonel spoke in the 


purest of French and he handled his 
Fubjeot in a masterly fashion. Fol- 
lowing is his speech in full: 


Strange and impressive associa tions

This was the most famous univt-rsity

»at the time when my forefathers, three 
centuries ago, were among the sparse 
t>ands of traders, plowmen, woodchoppers 
and fisherfolk who, in hard struggle with 
the iron unfriendliness of the Indian- 
haunted land, were laying the foundation 
of what has now become the giant re- 
public of the Weal. To conquer a con- 
tinent, to tame the shaggy roughness of 
wild nature, meai.s grim warfare; and 
the generations engaged in it cannot 
-keep, still l*ss add to, the stores of gar- 
friered wisdom which once were the! rs. 
fend which are still in the hands of their 
brethren who dwell in the old land. To 
(conquer the wilderness means to wrest 
victory from the same 
hostile forces 


with which mankind struggled in the 
•immemorial infancy of our race 
The 


primeval conditions must 
be mnt 
hy 


.primeval qualities which are incompatible 
•with the retention of much that has 
toeen painfully acquired by humamtv as 
through the apee it has striven upward 
toward civilization. 
In 
conditions so 


primitive there can be but a primitive 
culture. At first only the rudest schools 
can be established, for no others would 
.meet the neerlfl of the hard-driven, sinewy 
folk who thrust forward the frontier in 
Ihe teeth of savage man and savage 
jmturs: and many years elapse before 
enr of these schools ran develop into 
seats of higher learning and broader 
culture. 
Pioneer Days Pass. 


The pioneer days pass; the stump- 


riottad 
clearings 
expand 
Into 
vast 


stretches of fertile farm land; the 
stockaded 
clusters 
of 
log 
cabins 


change into towns; the hunters of 
game, the fellers of trees, the rude 
frontier traders and tillers of the 
soil, the mei who wander all their 
lives long through the wilderness as 
the heralds and harbingers of an on- 
coming civilization, themselves van- 
ish before the civilization for which 
they have prepared the way.

leaders of thought and of action grope 
their way forward to a new life, realiz- 
ing, sometimes dimly, sometimes clear- 
sightedly, that the life of material gain, 
whether for a nation or an individual, is 
of value onl> as a foundation, only as 
there Is added to it the uplift that comes 
from devotion to loftiei ideals. The new 
life thus sought ean In part be developed 
afresh from what is round about in the 
New World; but it can be developed in 
full only by freely drawing upon 
the 


treasure-houses of the Old World, upon 
the treasures stored In the ancient abodes 
of wisdom and learning, such as this 
where I speak today. It is a mistake for 
any nation merely to copy another; but 
It is an even greater mistake, it Is a 
proof of weakness in any nation, not to 
be anxious to learn from another, and 
willing and able to adapt that learning 
to the new national conditions and make 
It fruitful and productive therein. 
It is 


for us of the Xew World to sit at the 
feet of the Gamaliel of the Old: then, if 
we have the right stuff In us. we can 
show that Paul in his turn can b«-0me a 
teacher as well as a scholar. 


Today I shall speak to von on the 


subject of Individual citizenship, the one 
subject of vital importance to you, my 
hearers, and to me and my countrymen, 
because >ou and we are citizens of great 
democratic republics. 
A democratic re- 


public such as each of our&—an effort to 
realize in Its full sense government by. 
of and for the people—represents the 
most gicantic of all possible social ex- 
periments, the one fraught with greatest 
possibilities alike for good and for evil. 
The success of republics like yours and 
like ours means the glory, and our failure 
the df-spair. of mankind; and for you 
and for us the question of the quality 
of the individual citizen 
is 
supreme. 


Under other forms of government, under 
the rule of one man or of a very few 
men. the quality of the rulers is all- 
Important. 
If. under such governments, 


the quality of the rulers is high enough, 
then the nation mav for generations lead 
a brilliant career, and add substantially 
to the sum of world achie\ement, no 
matter how low the quality of the aver- 
age citizen' because the average citizen 
Is an almost negligible quantity in work- 
ing out the final results of that type of 
national greatness.

A cynical habit 
of thought nnd speech, a readiness to 
criticise work which the critic himself 
never tries to perform, an Intellectual 
aloofness which will not accept contact 
with life's realities—all these are marks, 
not, 
as the possessor would fain think, 


of superiority, but of weakness. 
They 


mark the men unfit to bear their part 
manfullv in the stern strife of living, who 
seek, in the affectation of contempt for 
the achievements of others, to lurto from 
others and from themselves their 
weakness. • The role is easy, there is 
none r-asler, save only the role of the 
num w-ho sneers alike at both criticism 
and performance. 
Scores the Critic. 


It Is not the critic who counts; not 


the man who points out how the 
strong man stumbles, or where the 
doer of deeds could have done better. 
The credit belongs to the man who 
is actually in the arena, whose face 
Is marred by dust and sweat and 
blood; who strives 
valiantly; who 


errs, and comes short 
again 
and 


^gain, 
because 
there Is 
no effort 


without error and shortcoming; but 
who does actually strive to do the' 
deeds; who knows the great enthu- 
siasms, the 
great 
devotions; who 


spends 
himself In a worthy cause; 


who at the best knows In the end 
the triumph of 
high 
achievement, 


and who at the worst. If he falls, at 
least fails while daring greatly, so 
that his place shall never be with 
those cold and timid souls who know 
neither victory nor defeat.

Such ordinary, every-day qualities in- 


clude the will and the power to work, to 
flght at need, and to have plenty of 
healthy children. 
The need that the 


average man shall work is ^o obvious as 
hardlv to warrant insistence. There are 
a few, people in every country so born 
that they can lead lives of leisure. These 
fill a useful function If, they make It evi- 
dent that leisure does not mean idleness: 
for some of the most valuable work 
needed by civilization is essentially non- 
remunerativo in its character, and of 
course 
th«- people who do this work 


bhoukl in large part be drawn from those 
to whom remuneration Is an object of 
indifference. 
But the average man must 


earn hip own livelihood. 
He should be 


own trained to do so, and he should be trained 


to feel that he occupies a contemptible 
position if he does not do so; that he Is 
not an object of envy is he is idle, at 
whichever end of the social scale he 
stands, but an object of contempt, an 
object of derision. 


Increase of Race 


Is First Essential 


Finally, even more important- than ability to work, even 


more important than ability to fight at need, Is it to remember 
that the chief of blessings for any nation is that it shall leave 
its see'd to inherit the land. The first essential in any civiliza- 
tion is that the man and the woman shall be father and mother 
of healthy children, so that the race shall-increase and not de- 
crease. If this is not so, if through no fault of the society there 
is failure to increase, it is a great misfortune. 


If the failure is due to deliberate and willful fault, then it it 


not merely a misfortune; it is one of those crimes of ease and 
self-indulgence, of shrinking from pain and effort and risk, 
which in the long run Nature punishes more heavily than any 
other. If we of the great republics; if we, the free people who 
claim to have emancipated ourselves from the thraldom of 
wrong and error, bring down on our heads the curse that comes 
upon the willfully barren, then it will be an idle waste of 
breath to prattle of our achievements, to boast of all that we 
have done.

Rich Man No Asset. 


Nevertheless, while laying all stress on 


tihs point, while not merely acknowledg- 
ing but Insisting upon the fact that there 
must be a basis of material well-belnK 
for the Individual as for the nation, let 
us with-equal emphasis insist that this 
material well-being represents 
nothing 


hut the foundation, and that the founda- 
tion, (hough Indispensable. Is worthless 
unless upon It is raised the superstruc- 
ture of a higher life. 


That Is why I decline to r*c*gnlce 


the mere multl-millionaire, th» m»n 
of mere wealth, at an asset of value 
to any country; and especially as not 
an anet to my own country. If he 
has earned or uses nJs wealth In a 
way that makes him of real benefit, 
of* real use—and such is often the 
case—why, then he does become an 
asset of worth. But It li the way In 
which It has been earned or used, 
and not the mere fact of wealth, that 
entitles him to the credit. There Is 
need In business, as In most other 
forms of human activity, of the great 
guiding 
intelligences. 
Their places 


cannot be supplied by any number 
of lesser Intelligences.

On Admiration. 


But we must not transfer our admira- 


tion to the reward instead of to the deed 
rewarded; and If what should be the re- 
ward exists without the service having 
been rendered, then admiration will come 
only from those who are mean of soul. 
The truth Is that, after a certain measure 
of tangible material success or reward 
has been achieved, the question of in- 
creasing it becomes of constantly less 
importance compared to other things that 
can be done in life. It- Is a bad thing 
for a nation to raise and to admire 
false standard of success; and there can 
be no falser standard than that set by 
the deification of material well-being in 
ami for itself. 


The man who, for any cause for which 


he is himself accountable, has failed to 
support himself and those for whom he 
is responsible, ought to feel that he has 
fallen lamentably short in his prime duty. 
Hut the man who, having far surpassed 
the limit of providing for wants, both of 
body and mind, of himself and of those 
depending upon him. then piles tip 
p-cat fortune, for the acquisition or ro- 
tention of which he returns no corre- 
sponding benefit 1o the nation as a whole, 
should himself be made lv> feel that, HO 
far from being a desirable, he Is an un- 
worthy, citizen of the community; thai 
he Is to be neither admired nor envierl 
lint his right-thinking 
fellow-country- 


men put him low In the scale of citizen- 
ship, and leave htm ' IqS. be consoled b: 
the admiration of those whose level o 
purpose is even lower than his own. 


In fact. It is essential 1o good citizen- 


ship rlcsrlj to understand that there are 
certain qualities which we in a democ- 
racv are prone to admire in and of them

The power of 


the Journalist l» great, but h« Is entitled 
neither to respect nor admiration because 
of that power unless it Is used aright. 
He can do, and he often does, great 
good. 
He can do. and he often does. 


Infinite 
mischief. 
All Journalists, 
all 


writer*, for the very reason that they 
appreciate the vast possibilities of their 
profession, should bear testimony against 
those who deeply discredit it. 
Offenses 


against taste and morals, which are bad 
enough In a private citizen, are Infinitely 
•worse If made Into Instruments for de- 
bauching the community through a news- 
paper. 
Mendacity. Blunder, sensational- 


ism, inanity, vapid triviality, all aw 
potent factors for the debauchery of the 
public mind and conscience. The excuse 
advanced for vicious writing, 
that tlv 


public demands H and that the demand 
must be supplied, can no more be ad- 
mitted than If It were advanced by the 
purveyors 
of 
food w ho sell 
poisonous 


adulterations. 


In short, the good citizen In a republic 


must realize that lie hught to possess two 
sets of qualities, and that neither avails 
without the'other 
He must have thos« 


qualities which make for efficiency; and 
he must also havr those qualities which 
direct the efficiency into .channels for 
the public good. 
He Is useless If he Is 


Inefficient. 
There Is nothing to be done 


with that type of citizen of whom all 
that can be said is that he Is harmless. 
Virtue which Is dependent upon a slug- 
gish circulation is not impressive. There 
Is little pjace In active life for the timid 
good man. 
The man who is saved by 


weakness from robust wickedness is like 
wise rendered Immune from the robuster 
virtues. 
The good citizen in a republic 


must first of all be able to hold his own. 
He U no good citizen unless he has the 
aV>illty which will make him work hard 
and which at net-d will make him flght 
hard. 
The good citizen Is not a good 


cltlz°n unless he is an efficient citizen. 
Regulate Efficiency. 


But If a man's efficiency Is not guld»d 


and regulated hy a moral sense, then the 
nion- efficient he Is the worse he Is. the 
more danqerous to the body politic. Cour 
age. Inu-llert. all the maxterful qualities. 
serve but to make a man mon- c\il if 
they are used merely for that man's ow n 
advancement, with brutal Indifference to 
the rights of others. 
It speaks 111 for 


the community If the community wor- 
ships these qualities and tu-als their 
possessors 
as 
herues

H makes no diffeifnce as lo 


the precise way In which this sinlst 
efficiency is show.!.

work! Moreover, the preacher of Ideals 
must remember how sorry and contempt- 
ible is the IWnire which he will cut, how 
great the da nage that he will do, If he 
does not himself. In Ms own life, strive 
measurably to realize the Ideals that he 
preaches for others. 
Let him remember 


also that the worth of the loleal must be 
largely determined by the success with 
which it can in practice be realized. We 
should abhoi 
the co-called "practical" 


men 
whose 
practicality assumes 
the 


shape of that peculiar baseness which 
finds Its expression In disbelief in moral- 
ity and dectncy. In disregard of high 
standards of living and conduct. Such a 
creature is the worst enemy of the body 
politic. But inly less desirable as a citi- 
zen 
IR his nominal opponent and real 


ally, the nu n of fantastic vision who 
makes the impossible better forever the 
enemy of the possible good. 


We can just as little afford to follow 


the doctrinaires of an extreme individ- 
ualism as th.- doctrinaires of an extreme 
socialism. 
Individual initiative, so fat 


from being: discouraged, should be stimu- 
lated; and ytt we should remember that, 
as society develops and grows more com>

only safe standard Is that which judges 
each man on his worth as a man, wheth- 
er he be rich or poor, without regard to 
his profession or to his station In life. 
Such is the- only true democratic test, 
the only test that can with propriety be 
applied in a republic. There have been 
muny republics In the past, both In what 
we call antiquity and In what we call 
the Middle Ages, 
They fell, and 
the 


prime factor In their fall was the fact 
:hat the parties tended to divide along 
the line that separates wealth from pov- 
erty. 


It made no difference which side was 


successful; It made no difference whether 
the republic fell under the rule of an 
oligarchy or the rule of a mob. In either 
cas-e, when once loyalty to a class had 
been substituted for loyalty to the re- 
public, the end of the republic was at 
hand. 
There is no greater need today 


thaji the need to keep ever in mind the 
fact that the cleavage between right and 
wrong, between good citizenship and bad 
citizenship, runs at right angles to, and 
not parallel with, the lines of cleavage 
between class and class, between occu- 
pation and occupation.

Must Have Tolerance. 


In a republic, to he successful we must 


learn to combine intensity of conviction 
with a broad tolerance of difference of 
conviction. 
"vVkle differences of opinion 


in matters of religrlous, political and so- 
cial belief must exist if conscience and 
intellect alike, are not to be stunted, if 
there is to be room for healthy growth. 
Bitter internecine hatreds, based on such 
differences, are signs, not of earnestness 
of belief, but of that fanaticism which, 
whether religious or anti-religious, dem- 
ocratic or non-democratic, is itself but a 
manifestation 
of 
the 
gloomy 
bigotry' 


which has been the chief factor in the 
downfall of so many, many nations. 


Of one man In especial, beyond any 


one else, the citizens/of a republic should

We speak of International 
law but International law Is something 
wholly different from private or mun ci- 
pal law, and the capital difference Is that 
there Is a sanction for the one and no 
sanction for the other; that there Is an 
outside force which compels Individuals 
tp obey the one, while there Is no such 
outside force to compel obedience as re- 
g!.TdB the other. International law will. I 
believe, as the generations pass, Brow 
stronger and stronger until In some way 
or other there develops the power to 
make It respected. But as yet it is only 
In the first formative period. As yet, as 
a rule, each 
nation Is 
of 
necessity 


obliged to judge for Itself In matters of 
vital 
Importance 
between 
it 
and 
its 


neighbors, and actions must of neces- 
sity, where this Is the case, be different 
from what they are where, as among 
private citizens, there Is an outside force 
whose action IB all-powerful and must be 
Invoked In any crisis of importance. 


It Is the fluty of wise statesmen, gifted 


with the power of looking ahead, to try 
to encourage and build up every move- 
ment which will substitute or tend to 
substitute some other agency for force 
In the settlement of International dis- 
putes. 
It Is the duty of every honest 


statesman to try to guide the nation to 
that It shall not wrong any other nation. 
But as yet the great civilized peoples, if 
they are to be true to themselves and to 
the cause of humanity and civilization, 
must keep ever in mind that in the last 
resort they must possess both the will 
and the power to resent wrong-doing 
from others. 
The men who sanely believe in a lofty 


morality preach righteousness; but they 
do not preach weakness, whether among 
private citizens or among nations. 
"^Ve 


believe that our :deals should be high, 
but no tso high as to make It impossible 
measurably 
to realize them. 
We sin- 


cerely and earnestly believe in peace; 
but "if peace and 
Justice conflict, 
we 


scorn the man who would not stand for 
Justice though the whole world came in 
arms against him.

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Once More the Political Bunco. 


The organs of the so-called Lincoln-Roosevelt League appear 


to be incensed at the kind words spoken of President Taft by Wil- 
liam R. Hearst and the frank approval given the administration by 
the editor. It dampens their elation over the Republican reverses 
in the recent by-elections. Their chagrin at the one and their joy 
over the other shows their anxiety for Republican success in the 


coming election. 


Be not deceived. The conflict now being waged is not a con- 


test for supremacy between two Republican factions. It is a battle 
to decide whether the Republican party or the Democratic party 
shall rule the country, whether the principles of Hamilton, Lincoln, 
Garfield and Roosevelt shall prevail or the doctrines of Jefferson, 
Calhoun and Buchanan be accepted as guiding policies for the na- 
tion; whether protection to American industry and trade shall con- 
tinue or the bar* thrown down to free trade and open competition 
,vith the cheap labor of Europe and the Orient. 


In this struggle we find the enemies of the Republican admin- 


istration and the protective policy, whether Democrats or mug- 
wumps, masquerading as insurgents and progressives, adjuring the 
people in the name of former President Roosevelt to overthrow Re- 
publican ascendancy and strike down protective policies. They are all 
cry-ing down with the tariff. Every attack on the tariff is an attack 
on the policy of protection. Every complaint they utter against 
the Taft administration is a Democratic complaint. The success of 
their designs means the success of the Democratic party and the 
downfall of the Republican party and the principles and policies to 
which it stands committed. 


The charges hurled at President Taft and the Republican Con- 


gress are the same charges that were hurled at President Harrison 
and the Republican Congress of 1891-93. They come now from the 
same sources they came then. They are having the same effect 
now that they had then. 
Republican traitors assisted the Demo- 


crats *o elect Grover Cleveland and a Democratic Congress. What 
was the result? Tariff-smashing, panic, industrial wreck, financial 
paralysis and universal ruin and bankruptcy. 


History is repeating itself—with this difference, that the en- 


emies of the Republican party are using the name of Theodore 
Roosevelt to delude and decoy. We do not believe he will permit 
them to do this much longer. 
Mr. Roosevelt has always been a 


strict party man. He has always been a staunch protectionist, and 
he has never yet given his countenance to insurrection and treach- 
ery in his own party. He believes in organization and party disci- 
pline, and he has not yet recalled the hearty endorsement he gave 
the present Republican leaders in Congress. 


" 
When Franklin K. Lane was a Democratic candidate for Gov- 


ernor he went through the State lauding Roosevelt to the skies. 
Because there was a good Republican President at Washington he 
asked that the Democrats be given control in California. He art- 
fully appealed for Republican votes by praising the Republican 
President and ignoring the history and policies of the Democratic 
party and declining to say a word in favor of his associates on the 


• 
Democratic ticket. Was Mr. Roosevelt caught by this flattery and 
adulation? Xay, indeed. In the closing clays of the campaign, when 
the success of Dr. Pardee was extremely doubtful, he requested 
the late Edward H. Harriman to exert all his influence in behalf of 
the Republican ticket in California. 
Mr. Harriman did so. 
The 


tide was turned and George C. Pardee was elected Governor. 


Again in 1906 Theodore Bell tried the same trick with the peo- 


ple that Lane had essayed. 
He denounced the Republican party 


over the shoulders of President Roosevelt. He a^ked an endorse- 
ment for himself and his party by extravagant laudation of the Re- 
publican President. He failed as Lane failed. 


At the most critical stage of the campaign Hon. Victor H. Met- 


calf, Mr. Roosevelt's California representative in the cabinet, issued 
a statement to the effect that the President desired the election of 
Governor Gillett and the Republican ticket. For the second time 
the game of political bunco was punctured and collapsed. 


But for the third time it is being essayed. Once more an effort 


is being made to bait the Democratic trap with Roosevelt's popu- 
larity. However, the snare has been twice exposed and defeated, 
and the Republican masses arc not likely to be again deceived by it. 
They are not going to endorse a pseudo Republican candidate who 
is in open alliance with the Democrats and who repudiates and rails 
at the Republican President and the Republican majority in Con- 
gress. They recoKni?e the Democratic Indian beneath the paint, 
and do not fail to note that lie i« striking at the policies as well as 
the leadership of the Republican party.

Usefulness in this world Is not an accident. It has a very realland 


not difficult to find secret. If you would learn It read the Ufe•*«>' « , 
the Man of Galilee. He was made In the likeness ol our common hu- 
manlty. This brings him near to men. makes It possible 
for him to serve them and so tp be In the highest sense 
useful. Christ had a passion for doing good. That pas- 
sion made him great, and great because useful. It was 
the crowning excellence ol his character. 
Its .main- 


spring was love, love for all those In whose likeness he 
was made. His mission to the world was to save men 
and to teach them how to live. His mission was real- 
ized In attracting men to him, and In the exercise of a 
beneficent power over them. This passion was a heart 
quality world-embracing. He was a friend of all men 
regardless of rank, title or social condition, and so ev- 
erywhere, and In the moat simple and practical of 
ways he proved his kinship with our race.

Dr. Massey 
pierced cancerous tissue with three zinc 
needles coated with mercury and turned 
on an electric current mlllamperes. The 
cancer bleached and then shrivelled. The 
needles were next placed In healthy tis- 
sue surrounding the cancer, destroying 
the outlying colonies of cancer germs and 
the lines of dissemination. This first use 
of ionic surgery In England has created 
a profound sensation among cancer ex- 
perts. Within a few days of this experi- 
ment President Taft asked the Congress 
to appropriate $50,000 for the establish 
ment of a laboratory for the study o 
cancer In fishes. This disease sometime 
becomes 
epidemic 
in fishes, sweeping 


them away in thousands, and it Is though 
that the study of it In the lower organ 
isms will aid the study of it in man.—

The Investigation started here is the 


result of a recent report made to the 
Treasury Department by Special Agent 
George "E. Channmg, who visited this 
city last fall to look up the opium smug- 
gling traffic, and who incidentally probed 
the customs methods of weighing sugar 
Imports. Some discrepancies in weights 
were said to have been discovered in the

The Injection of a serum from the thyroid gland of a sheep was tried. 


Immediately Katie began to grow brighter and several inches were added to 
her stature. But she Is dependent upon the serum. 
This is the reason that now, when Katie goes out Into the sunshine with 


the gladness of a normally mental child, she sends up a little prayer of grat- 
itude for the sheep in the meadow*.

not .merely a misfortune; it is one of those crimes of ease and 
self-indulgence, of shrinking from pain and effort and risk, 
which in the long run Nature punishes more heavily than any 
other. If we of the great republics; if we, the free people who 
claim to have emancipated ourselves from the thraldom of 
wrong and error, bring down on our heads the curse that comes 
upon the willfully barren, then it will be an idle waste of 
breath to prattle of our achievements, to boast of all that we 
have done.

But we must not transfer our admira-

Is at heart the same as 
the greedy and violent demagogue who 
excites tho°e who have not property to 
plunder those who have. 
The gravest 


wrong upon his country is Inflicted by' 
that man, whatever his station, 
who 


seeks to make his countrymen divide pri- 
marily on the line that separates class 
from class, occupation from occupation, 
men of more wealth from men of Jess 
wealth, Instead of remembering that the 
onlv safe standard is that which judges 
each man on his -worth as a man, wheth- 
er he be rich or poor, without regard to 
his profession or to his station in life. 
Such Is the only true democratic test, 
the only tost that can with propriety be 
applied in a republic. 
There have been 


many republics In the past, both in what 
we call antiquity and in what we call 
the 
^riddle Ages. 
They foil, and 
the 


prime factor in their fall was the fact 
that the parties tended to divide along 
the line that separates wealth from pov- 
erty. 


It made no difference which side was 


successful; it made no difference whether 
the republic fell under the rule of an 
oligarchy or the rule of a mob. In either 
case, when once loyalty to a class had 
been substituted for loyalty to the re- 
public, the end of the republic was at 
hand. 
Thftre is no greater need today 


than the need to keep ever in mind the 
fact that the cleavage between right and 
wrong, between good citizenship and bad 
citizenship, runs at rigtit angles to, and 
not parallel with, the lines of cleavage 
between class and class, between occu- 
pation and occupation.

In a republic, to be successful we must 


learn to combine intensity of conviction 
with a broad tolerance of difference of 
conviction. 
"Wide differences of opinion 


in matters of religious, political and so- 
cial belief must exist if conscience anc 
intellect alike are not to be stunted, if 
there Is to be room for healthy growth 
Hitter internecine hatreds, based on such 
differences, are signs, not of earnestness 
of belief, but of that fanaticism which 
\vhether religious or anti-religious, dem- 
ocratic or non-democratic, Is itself but a

which has been the chief factor in the 
downfall of so many, many nations.

political morality IB different from 
private morality, that a promise made 
on the stump differs from a promise 
made In private life. 
I do not for 


one moment admit that a man should 
act deceitfully as a public servant In 
hie dealings with other nations, any 
more than that he should act deceit- 
fully In his dealings as a private citi- 
zen with other private citizens. 
I 


do not for one moment admit that a 
nation should treat other nations In 
a different spirit from that In which 
an honorable man would .treat other 
Will Grow Stronger. 


In practically applying this principle to j 


the two sets of cases there is, of'course, ' 
a great practical difference to be taken 
Into account. 
We speak of International 


law; but international law is somethjnff 
wholly different from private or munici- 
pal law, and the capital difference is that 
them is a sanction for the one and no 
sanction for the other; that there la an 
outside force which compels Individuals 
to obey the one, while there Is no such 
outside force to compel obedience as re- 
gards the other. International law will, I 
believe, as the generations pass, grow 
stronger and stronger until in some way 
or other there develops the power to 
make It respected. But as yet it is only 
in the first formative period. As yet, as 
a rule, each 
nation. Is 'of 
necessity 


obliged to Judge for itself In matters of 
vital 
Importance between 
it 
and 
its 


neighbors, and actions must of neces- 
sity, where this Is the case, b« different 
from what they are where, as among 
private citizens, there Is an outside force 
whose action Is all-powerful and must be 
Invoked in any crisis of Importance. 


It Is the duty of wise statesmen, gifted 


with the power of looking ahead, to try 
to encourage and build up even' move- 
ment which will substitute or tend to 
substitute some other agency for force 
in the settlement of International dis- 
putes. 
It is the duty of e/ery honest 


statesman to try to guide the nation so 
that it shall not wrong any other nation. 
Hut as yet the great civilized peoples, if 
they are to be true to themselves and to 
the cau^c of humanity and civilization, 
must keep ever in mind that in the last 
resort they must possess both the will 
and 
the 
power 
to resent wrong-doing 


from others.

Once More the Political Bunco. . 


The organs of the so-called Lincoln-Roosevelt League appear 


to be incensed at the kind words spoken .of President Taft by Wil- 
liam R. Hearst and the frank approval given the administration -by 


the editor. It dampens their elation over the Republican reverses 
in the recent by-elections. Their chagrin at the one and their joy 
over the other shows their anxiety for Republican success in the 
coming election. 


Be not deceived. The conflict now being waged is not a con- 


test for supremacy between two Republican factions. It is a battle 
to decide whether the Republican party or the Democratic party 
shall rule the country, whether the principles of Hamilton, Lincoln, 
Garfield and Roosevelt shall prevail or the doctrines of Jefferson, 
Calhoun and Buchanan be accepted as guiding policies for the na- 
tion; whether protection to American industry and trade shall con- 
tinue or the bars thrown down to free trade and open competition 
with the cheap labor of Europe and the Orient. 


In this struggle vie find the enemies of the Republican admin- 


istration and the protective policy, whether Democrats or mug- 
wumps, masquerading as insurgents and progressives, adjuring the 
people in the name of former President Roosevelt to overthrow Re- 
publican ascendancy and strike down protective policies. They are all 
crying down with the tariff. Every attack on the tariff is an attack 
on the policy of protection. 
Every complaint thev utter against 


the Taft administration is a Democratic complaint. The success of I 
their designs means the success of the Democratic party and the 
downfall of the Republican party and the principles and policies to 
which it stands committed. 


The charges hurled at President Taft and the Republican Con- 


gress are the same charges that were hurled at President Harrison 
and the Republican Congress of 1891-93. They come now from the 
same sources they came then. They are having the same effect 
now that they had then. 
Republican traitors assisted the Demo- 


crats to elect Grover Cleveland and a Democratic Congress. What 
was the result? Tariff-smashing, panic, industrial wreck, financial 
paralysis and universal ruin and bankruptcy. 


History is repeating itself—with this difference, that the en- 


emies of the Republican party are using the name of Theodore 
Roosevelt to delude and decoy. We do not believe he will permit 
them to do this much longer. 
Mr. Roosevelt has always been a 


strict party man. He has always been a staunch protectionist, and 
h« has never yet given'his countenance to insurrection and treach- 
ery in his own party. He believes in organization and party disci- 
pline, and he has not yet recalled the hearty endorsement he gave 
the present Republican leaders in Congress. 


When Franklin K. Lane was a Democratic candidate for Gov- 


ernor he went through the State lauding Roosevelt to the skies. 
Because there was a good Republican President at Washington he | 
asked that the Democrats be given control in California. He art- 
fully appealed for Republican votes by praising the Republican 
President and ignoring the history and policies of the Democratic 
party, and declining to say a word in favor of his associates on the 
Democratic ticket. Was Mr. Roosevelt caught by this flattery and 
adulation? Nay, indeed. In the closing days of the campaign, when 
the success of Dr. Pardee \\as extremely doubtful, he requested 
the late Edward II. H;.rriman to exert all his influence in behalf of 
the Republican ticket in California. 
Mr. Harnman did so. 
The 


tide was turned and George C. Pardee was elected Governor. 


Again in 1906 Theodore Bell tried the same trick with the peo- 


ple that Lane had essayed. 
lie denounced the Republican party 


over the shoulders of President Roosevelt. He asked an endorse- 
ment for himself and his party by extravagant laudation of the Re- 
publican President. 
He failed as Lane failed. 


At the most critical stage of the campaign Hon. Victor H. Met- 


calf, Mr. Roosevelt's California representative in the cabinet, issued 
a statement to the effect that the President desired the election of 
Governor Gillett and the Republican ticket. For the second time 
the game of political bunco was punctured and collapsed. 


But for the third time it is being essayed. Once more an effort 


is being made to bait the Democratic trap with Roosevelt's popu- 
larity. However, .the snare has been twice1 exposed and defeated, 
and the Republican masses are not likely to be again deceived by it. 
They are not going to endorse a pseudo Republican candidate who 
is in open alliance with the Democrats and who repudiates and rails 
at the Republican President and the Republican majority in Con- 
gress. They recognJ7e the Democratic Indian beneath the paint, 
and do not fail to note that he is striking at the.policies as well as 
the leadership of the Republican party. 


The Bulletin's estimate nf 70.000 prostitutes in San Francisco 


is probably based upon the personal experience of the editor of that 
sheet. He knovis so fe\v of the other kind of women that he is to 
be pardoned for bclie\mg them to be rare exceptions. Still his fig- 
ures indicate a rather remaikable estimate of the standard of female 
purity prevailing in the metropolis. However, it is not three weeks 
since a sensational San Francisco divine announced from the pulpit 
that agents of civic purity had discovered no less than 20.000 cour- 
tesans in the city. His figures indicate that at least one out of every 
four women is a member of Mrs. Warren's profession. We don't 
believe it. 
In citir opinion tin- preacher has scandalously defamed 


the womanhood of San Francisco. Nevertheless, it is shocking that 
statements so deniorali/.mg and so discreditable to the inhabitants 
of the city should l>e circulated as coming from a minister of the 
gospel. The barroom loafer and street masher places a higher esti- 
mate on female virtue than docs this divine.

The Cure 
Of Cancer 


Two significant incidents in the war 


which civilization Is waging on cancer 
occurred recently. 
Dr. G. B. Massey of 


Chicago demonstrated 
the 
efflcacy of 


electrical treatment for the disease In 
the London Cancer Hospital. Dr. Massey 
pierced cancerous tissue with three zinc 
needles coated with mercury and turned 
on an electric current millamperes. The 
cancer bleached and then shrivelled. The 
needles were next placed In healthy tis- 
sue surrounding the cancer, destroying 
the outlying colonies of cancer germs and 
the lines of dissemination. This first use 
of ionic surgery In England has created 
a profound sensation among cancer ex- 
perts. Within a few «lays of this experi- 
ment President Taft asked the Congress 
to appropriate $60,000 for the establish- 
ment of a laboratory for the study of 
cancer In fishes. This disease sometimes 
becomes 
epidemic 
In fishes, sweeping 


them away in thousands, and It Is thought 
that tl»e study of It In the lower organ- 
Isms will aid the study of It in man.—
